Dear Mr. Evers: 

This is the final response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request to the Department 
of Homeland Security (DHS), dated March 1, 2018, and received by this office on March 2, 

2018. You are seeking all records reflecting communications (including emails, email 
attachments, text messages, telephone call logs, calendar invitations or entries, chat and slack 
messages, meeting notices, meeting agendas, informational material, talking points, or other 
materials) between any of the individuals at DHS listed below, and (1) Florida Governor Rick 
Scott or his staff or (2) any individual in the Florida Attorney General’s Office related to Florida 
townships or localities deemed sanctuary cities by DOJ, ICE or Governor Scott’s Office and 
their compliance with federal immigration laws; immigration-related raids of any localities in 
Florida; and immigration detainer requests issued by ICE to governmental entities including 
local sheriffs’ and mayors’ offices in Florida: a. Former Secretary John Kelly acting in his 
capacity as Secretary of DHS b. Secretary Kirstjen Nielson c. Any political appointees* in the 
Secretary’s Office d. Deputy Secretary Elaine C. Duke e. Chief of Staff Chad Wolf f. Deputy 
Director of ICE Thomas D. Homan g. Chief of Staff of ICE Thomas Blank h. Homeland Security 
Executive Associate Director Peter T. Edge. (Date Range for Record Search: From 1/20/2017 to 
3/2/2018). 

We conducted a comprehensive search of files within the Department of Homeland 
Security/Office of the Chief Information Officer and the Department of Homeland 
Security /Privacy Office for records that would be responsive to your request. Unfortunately, we 
were unable to locate or identify any responsive records. 

While an adequate search was conducted, you have the right to appeal this determination that no 
records exist within the Department of Homeland Security/Office of the Chief Information 
Officer and the Department of Homeland Security!Privacy Office that would be responsive to 
your request. Should you wish to do so, you must send your appeal and a copy of this letter, 
within 90 days of the date of this letter, to: Privacy Office, Attn: FOIA Appeals, U.S.
